For man y years, 
d octors 
an d 
aymen alike, have kn own th at in 
■ertain in d ivid uals some otherwise 
wholesome food s will prod uce hives 
tn d other d iscomforts. 
But it is on ly in recen t years 
that med ical scien ce has 
realized 
the broad role such allergies play in 
» red ucin g d isease of every kin d . 
Even yet the facts are n ot all in 
n or the story—on e of the most com­ 
plex In the whole realm of med i­ 
cin e—complete, but tod ay we 
d o 
kn ow that sen sivitivity to food s of 
various kin d s is at the root of man y 
more d isord ers than hives. 
Nasal Discomfort 
It is. for in stan ce, the most com­ 
mon cause of the year-roun d n asal 
d iscomfort kn own as peren n ial hay- 
fever an d of bron chial asthma. 
. 
It Is also the cause of 
certairn 
types of head aches en d of a puz­ 
zlin g state of 
con stan t fatigue 
which is accompan ied by 
achin g 
muscles, 
n ervous 
irritability 
an d 
men tal d epression . 
. 
No m atter in what form an al­ 
lergy makes itself felt, the treat­ 
men t Is the same—elimin ation of 
all con tact with the food s to which 
the patien t Is sen sitive. 
The d ifficulty lies in d iscoverin g 
just what food s give trouble by 
showin g the relation between them 
an d the symptoms which are both­ 
erin g the patien t. 
Irregular Reaction 
A guid e to this has recen tly been 
worked out. It has been foun d that 
if a person eats a food to which he 
Is sen sitive several times a d ay, an 
irregular reaction will d evelop. 


The symptoms will, of course, d e­ 
pen d upon the type 
of 
d isord er 
presen t; that Is, whether it is asth­ 
ma, hay fever or skin rash. 
The 
symptoms may n ot be in creased 
immed iately alter the food is eaten 
but will occur after a d elay of sev­ 
eral hours. 
In fact, some patien ts 
often feel better immed iately after 
eatin g the food to which they are 
sen sitive than they d id before. 
Thus patien ts may fail to sus­ 
pect such 
food s as 
whole-gram 
prod ucts, meat, milk or eggs as the 
cause of their 
symptoms 
even 
though 
they are 
highly sen sitive 
to them. 
If the food to which the patien t 
is highly sen sitive is eaten occa- 
sitin ally, th a t is on ce every four or 
five d ays, the symptoms are likely 
to occur In a period of about two 
hours after the food Is eaten . 
In 
such cases, the d iagn osis Is 
more 
easily m?d e, sin ce the patien t wilF 
usually suspect food s which he d oes 
n ot eat very often . 
Of course, the d egree of sen si­ 
tivity varies. It the patien t Is on ly 
slightly sen sitive, 
symptoms may 
n ot d evelop after eatin g the fooas 
respon sible for the d ifficulty. 
However, the symptoms are more 
apt to oocur if the food is eaten at 
several successive meals, 
if 
large 
amoun ts are eaten , or if some in fec­ 
tion Is presen t. Irregular reaction s 
to food s may also oocur more often 
d urin g the regular mon thly period s 
In women .
